DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Your response and amendment dated 1 1/20/07 requested placement of the

The application has been amended as follows: 

On a separate sheet enter the following abstract of the disclosure: 

ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A radio frequency coil for a magnetic resonance imaging system includes a birdcage 
section having a plurality of parallel spaced apart conductors and one or more cross or 
end conductors aligned generally transverse to the spaced apart conductors, and aTEM 
section having a plurality of parallel spaced apart conductors and a radio frequency 
screen. The birdcage section and the TEM section resonate at a birdcage resonant 
frequency and a TEM resonant frequency, respectively. The birdcage section and the 
TEM section are relatively disposed with the parallel spaced apart conductors of each 
section aligned and define a subject receiving region.
